Along my track between the 
Sikanni Chief and Peace rivers I 
did not see much ‘timber that could 
be used except for fuel and fene- 
ing. That near the Sikanni Chief 
river is generally scrub. Much of 


it very small and very thick. So 
much so that it is difficult to 
make one’s way through it; 


though it does not average more 
than a couple of inches in thick- 
ness and eight to ten fet in height. 

There are occasional ridges 
where Banksian pine grows six to 
ten inches in diameter and forty 
to fifty feet in height: but this 
timber is of no practical use. 
There are also occasional groves 
of popular which would serve 
well for bliiding logs. 

As we near the Peace the trees 
get larger and more suitable for 
lumber, though a very large per- 
centage ts oniy serub. Much that 
I saw could be floated down the 
Pine river and its branches to 
Peace river. The prevailing tim- 
ber here, as elsewhere in the 
country, is spruce. Occasionally 
a grove of good poplar is seen;

Crop Is Given 


The Proper Growing Conditions

monton, Jast summer, definitely point 
out that although the crop will give 
® fair field under a wide range of 
cultural and climatic conditions, from 
the standpoint of economy 
duction, if given the eonditions most 
suitable the yielda can be greatly in- 
creased. The sunflower is a hard) 
plant and for this reason the opinion 
is held by a great many that it can 
be planted almost any time in the 
spring, on any kind of soil, and @ good 
yield can be expected. This, how- 
ever, is not the case and a great many 
farmers have found that instead of 
getting vields of from twenty-five to 
thirty-five tons or more per acre, they 
got yields of from ten to twelve tons. 
An example of the manner in which 
the crop responds to the proper con- 
ditions can be seen in the difference 
1 Yields obtained on two fields or 
the university farm, cultivated in 
eame manner and the crop sown at 
he same rate on the same day In 
one case the land was fairly low and 
late with plenty of moisture while 
in the other, the field was high, drier 
and wermer. The yield on the low 
land was 30.87 tons per acre while on 
the high land which was somewhat 
drier and earlier the yield was 89.74 
tons, a difference if 8.87 tons per acre, 
which over a large field of (twenty 
actes or more is by no means a small 
item. 


Dates of Seeding. 

Seeding the crap May 31, resulted 
in the highest yields i re dates of 
seeding tests. To determine the dates 
ot seeding....... ° .. bm bbb 
of seeding ‘which would give the high 
est yields sunflowers were seeded at 
intervals of seven days from May 14, 
to June 10. The yields increased 
gradually from May 14, to May $1, 
and decreased when seeded after that 
date. The yield when seeded May 
34, was $0.87 tons, M 21, 34 tons, 
May 78, 35 tons, May 51,835.66 tons, 
and June 1¢, 31.99 tons. Prof, Cut- 
ler, head of the department of field 
husbandry, under whose direction 
these experiments were conducted, 
points out, that although the results 
would indicate that the best 
are to be obtained from_seeding fair- 
ly late, on the other hand where the 
land was fairly dry and early the 
crop matured more rapidly and under 
such conditions early seeding would 
be advisable. This would appiy to 
eonditions exigting in Southern l- 
berta particularily. 

Secding in Rows, 

The heaviest yields were obtained 
when seeded in rows thirty inches 
@part and the yields gradually de-~- 
creased where the rows were further 
apart up to forty-two inches apart. 
however, there is @ 
considerable moisture during the 
growing seasoa and in other parts of 
the province where there is leas mois- 
ture seeding further apart would 
probably give higher yields). Seeding 
in drills also resulted in a higher aver- 
age yield of six tons per acre over 
seeding in hills For the average 
farmer seeding in hills would not be 
practicable at any rate, and ‘paris 


crease of six tons per acre clgarly 
shows that the closer planting in the 
drills with the rows far enough apart 
to be cultivated is by far the most 
practicable and profitable method of 
seeding this crop. 

In rates of seeding tests the high- 
est yielda were obtained when the 
plants were from four to eight inches 
apart in the row. After the crop was 
seeded the plants were thinned out 
with a hoe from two to twelve inches

The crap was seeded on both fall 


|and spirng plowed land and although | 


the differenge was not very great, the 
highest yields were obtained from 
fall plowed land. A test was also 
made to determine the difference be- 
tween the three varities of sunfiow- 
er seed sold under the commercial 
names of Russian Giant, Mammoth 
Russian and (Russian sunflowers, 
There was practically no difference 
in the ylelds and in appearance and 
crowth habits they were all the same, 
The difference in yield between the 
three varieties was less than. one- 
third of a ton per acre. 

The ability of tbe sunflower crop 
to withstand frost was well demon- 
strated when they withstood five de- 
grees of frast covering a period of six 
hours with only alight injury, The 
corn which was growing along side 
of the sunflowers were so badly in- 
jured by the frost that it had to be 
harvested and put in the silo while 
sunflowers etill continued to grow 
with only slight injury. 

The crop is later in maturing than 
most crops and with the object in 
view of getting @ strain that will ma- 
ture a week or more eartier, the de- 
partment of field husbandry are se- 
jlecting the earliest and expect to de- 
velop a strain that will be better suit- 
led to conditions. Sunflowers have 
|} been grown in a amall way for the 
| past five or six years at the university 
and some has proven to be much 
earlier than others. 

Feed in Early Fall.
